Back in the 
sev enteenth century , or thereabouts — if we are 
to take the word of J ohn Ridd in Blackmare’s 
“ Lorna Doone” — “ The lanes and fields* between 
Charing Cross and the v illag e of Kensing ton, are, 
or were a t tha t time, infested with footpads and 
hig hway men.” 
At tha t time, in the country districts of Eng land, 
wheeled v ehicles were unknown. Th e roads were 
so bad the people either went horseback or in 
sleds which could be jerked along ov er roug h 
places. 
Wh en an occasional wh eeled veh icle 
made its appearance in a community , its owner 
was looked upon as an introducer of a dang erous, 
possibly a sinful, inovation. 
And th ink h ow uncomfortable th e palaces 
of 
th e nobles were at th a t time? 
Would any sane 
m an trade h is comfortable central-h eated h ome 
of today for a castle th rough wh ich th e biting 
winds swept, h indered a wee bit h ere and th ere 
by tapestries, but never h arm ed much by th e fires 
on th e h earth s? 
Almost th e same conditions were true in early 
America as pertaining to living comfort, travel 
and security . Log cabins and fireplaces were th e 
acme of comfort. Rough riding wagons or h orse­ 
back were th e only m eans of travel. Communi­ 
cation was slow and tedious. 
Th ese conditions gradually improved until now 
we h ave th e modern day ’s standards of living but 
only in th e past few y ears h ave th ey reach ed th e 
perfection th a t we enjoy today . 
Wh o wants to go back to th e good old day s? 


KIDNAP VICTIMS RECOVERED 
The entire nation rejoices with the families of 
J une Robles and William Gettle ov er the return 
of the v ictims to their homes. While both suf­ 
fered phy sical and mental torture in the ordeals 
to which they were subjected, both are on the 
road to recov ery . 
Especially g ratify ing is the fact tha t the per­ 
petrators of the Gettle kidnaping hav e been ap­ 
prehended and swift justice has been meted out 
to them in the form of life imprisonment. One 
of the g ang was captured in the raid in which 
Gettle was found and the other two were caug ht 
soon afterward. Only twenty -four hours elapsed 
between the capture and the time tha t the pris­ 
on terms were imposed. 
The kidnaping and the subsequent treatment 
of the pretty little six y ear old Robles g irl was 
one of the most dastardly and inhuman acts in 
the history of American kidnaping . 
The small 
g irl was confined for nineteen day s in a shallow 
pit dug out of the desert sand with only a frail 
shelter of tin and cactus to shield her from the 
sun and elements. 
She was chained and pad­ 
locked to a stake driv en in the g round and fed 
dirty , moulded food. 
Her body was blistered by 
the sun and cov ered with dirt and filth when 
found.. 
Authorities hav e only slender clues on which 
to work in apprehending the kidnapers of the 
g irl. No tang ible leads hav e y et been dev eloped 
and the g irl can furnish only a meag re descrip­ 
tion of her abductors. 
But ev ery citizen who 
nourishes the smallest spark of human sy mpathy 
is hoping that they will be found and broug ht to 
certain justice.
